SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

OVERCROWDING. 

Overcrowding  continues  to  be  prevalent  in  this  district. 
Improvement  will  not  be  effected  until  houses  are  constructed 
for  these  families  at  a  rent  which  will  not  impose  an  impossible 
strain  on  the  income  of  the  wage  earners  in  each  case. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936. 

Three  supplementary  licences  to  sell  milk  have  been  renewed, 
one  for  pasteurised  and  the  other  for  an  accredited  supply. 

School  milk  in  the  district  is  supplied  by  various  producers 
approved  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council. 

A  constant  check  is  kept  on  this  milk  by  the  Gloucestershire 
County  Council  by  means  of  sampling  at  the  schools. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Cheltenham  and 
Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board,  and  is  a  sufficient  and  wholesome 
supply. 

There  are,  however,  a  few  houses  in  the  district  supplied  by 
a  well  on  or  near  the  premises.  It  will  be  possible  to  deal  with 
these  more  easily  when  labour  and  materials  are  more  plentiful. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

No  slaughtering  has  taken  place  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  This  is  carried  out  at  Cheltenham  in  a  centralised  slaughter 
house  as  is  customary  throughout  the  whole  country  at  present. 

Various  articles  of  food  have  been  examined  and  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  These  have  been  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  destroyed.
